NOTE: The allowable limitation of cancelled claim 20 reciting "the periphery component is a cover for providing 
protection to the clamping device and base component" was not incorporated into claim 1 as applicant has stated. Applicant does not 
mention in the added limitation that the periphery component is a cover. But merely added that the apparatus has a cover for protection. 
Indeed, claim 1 links the cover or "periphery component" to the limitation o f "periphery component is secured to the clamping device 
via one or channels". Such broader limitation requires further consideration and/or search . 
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
